This int terface would assure that the 
Usi3 is fully and currently informed on ail pertineat{(SJNRO matters 
relevant to its dcliberations and decisions, so that these actions may be 

taken in full lnowledre of {FENRP canabdilitics and Hmitations which 
apoly. It ciso would assure that the {SIRO has a complete understand- 
ins of the USIS intent in regard to rcquiremcats and priorities. In. | 
addition, I delieve thet it would constitute an essential step in establish~ 
ing tie teamwork waich will be required to realize the full potential of 
acvences collection projects under development. 


I sutgest, therefore, that the {S)N2O be represented on the 
sxincipal subsidiary commitice(s}-of the USES which are concerned with 
theltS}NRP. In view of the specific reiaticaship between the USIS and 
the XO, I would view an ex-ofiicio membership — to be 
Rost aeppropriate. 


Within the {S)NRO, the establishment and maintenance of the 
{HNNO intericce with the USIB, and the coordination of all perisheral 
=cconnaissence activities of the U. S. with the missions of the-({PS)JNRP 
are zesponsidilitics of the-{H)NRO staff. (Sce Incl #1.) Accordizgly, — 
I would like to rcquest that you consider designation of the Deputy for 
Cꝑæratioas (of the {S)NRO staff) as an ex-officio member of the CCLICR, 
With one of nis cificers 2s his alternate. Whether tkhore also should be 
ex-ofiicio membership from the-(S)NRO staff on the SIGINT committee 
. would scerm to depend upon the use to be made of that commiitce in regard | 
. to{ZS)NRP projects as discussed in my memorandum to you of 5 June 62.
